Georgia was modest, and madé no 
contrivution of raw material when the call of 
states wes had. It is evident that all this brief 
session can do will be to pass the general appro- 
priation bills, 3 few private bills with especially 
strong baeking, and possibly @ few measures of 
ene ral character such as 
TIE ELECTORAL COUNT BILE, 

which the house now has under consideration, 
It is the opinion of many of the leaders in 
both honses that the present session is the best 
time te clear up the exciting uncertainties as 
to the mc tbeds of the electoral count, butéthere 
ic a considerate difference in the positions of 


the senate and the house on this subject. Both } 


bave bills framed to protect what they claim aS 
their respective prerogatives, and neither 
will yield without a stabborn contest, Mir. 
Caldwell. of Tennesse e¢, who has the house bill 
in charge, is hopeful that the senate may be in- 
duced to accept it without any material change, 
shonld ihe house pass it by a decided ma- 
jority. 

Judee Crisp and other members of the con- 
ference comunittee on the differences of the two 
houses on the inter-state commerce regulation, 
think it very likely that a compromise bill 
will be agreed on and passed at this session. 

TARIFF LEGISLATION. 

The strong recommendations of the presi- 
dent and the secretary of the treasury in favor 
of the immediate revision of the tariff, have 
had a decided effect in both houses, but almost 

uy opposition could defeataction on this great 
question at a time when fall discussion is clearly 
impossible. Mr. Morrison, who has ridden this 
hobby so persistently for the past three years, 
appears to have dismounted. He is strangely 
indifferent to the prospective efforts at tariff 
legislation at this session, and has the air of a 
man who is disheartened: at his own failure 
and is willing te let others try their hands in 
the business. It was reperted that Mr, Ran- 
dall would have'a tariff Mi te present early in 
this session, but there & no indication that he 
jutends to try to lead a movement for revision 
zithis time. Senater Van Wyck’s renewed 
declaration in favor of placing sugar and lum- 
ber on the free list is taken by the low tariff 
men a6 an assurapce that thoy 
cam count on a considerable republican sup- 
port in beth houses. Senator Morrill, in his 
Bpeech next Thursday, is expected, however, 
io make aetrong appeal te his party to stand 
firm against any interference with the present 
tariff at this session. Sunset Cox is preparing 
aspeech in favor of the immediate revision. 
He aspires to the chairmanship of the ways 


and means committee, which Mr. Mor- 
Trisou’s retirement will leave as the 
most tempting prize in the 


urrangement of the committees of the next 
house. Cox has generally supperted low tariff 
movements in congress, but has never been 
known an extremist. During the fierce 
contest over the Morrison horizental bill he 
made a speech an hour long, and at its 
conclusion was asked by a friend to tell 
him confidentially which side he intended to 
help by his remarks. Mr. Morrison has been 
annoyed by the report that he would be a can- 
didate for the clerkship of the next house. He 
and his friends think that his retirement is 
only temporarily, and that he will surely be

RELIEVING EX-CONFEDERATES. 

Congresstoan Herbert, of Alabama, hasintro- 
duced a bill to remove the disabilities of the 
ex-confederates, and to make them eligible for 
appointment into the United States army and 
navy. In conversation today the eongressman 
paid that the bill was the outgrowth of the 
Cutting afiair. 

“My people down there,’ he said, “large 
numbers of them, in fact, were so much 
incensed over the Cutting episode that they 
volunteercd to organize treops to invade Mex- 
ico if necessary. A large proportion of them 
found they could not enlist under their coun- 
try’s flaug, as they had formerly served the con- 
federancy. Their complaints to me suggested 
the idea of this bill. Now, inthe case of war 
with a foreign power, the government would 
be very glad to avail herself of all the ex-con- 


federates, Their experience would be of gréat 
benc lit. for they would add*tramed officers to 
both thearmy and navy.

Mational bank circulation outstanding at 


— shall be of less denomination than ten 


In all new issues, coin certificates 
shall be substituted for gold and _ silver certifi- 
cates wherever either is authorized to be is- 
sued under the existing laws, and all gold 
and silver certificates now outstanding shall be 
retired as soon as received and coin certiticates 
can be issued in their stead. The secretary of 
the treasury is authorized and required to issue 
coin certificates in denominations of one, two 
and five dollars on all surplus coin and gold 
bullion held at any time by the treasury as 
property of the United in excess of one hun- 
dred million dollars, and pay out the same in 
the discharge of all obligation 
ofthe United States, except such as have 
been heretofore made payable expressly in gold 
and silver coin. It shall be the duty of the 
treasurer of the United States upon the receipt 
of certificates of deposit stating that gold coin 
or standard eilver dollars in asum of ten dol- 
lars or multiples thereof have been deposited at 
any sub-treasiry, to order the payment of a 
like amount in coin certificates in such denom- 
ination as may be requested of not less than 
one or’ more than five hundred _  doliars, 
which shall be redeemable in 
gold or silver cein at the option of the United 
States. All certificates authorized by this bill, 
when paid into the treasury, shall be reissued 
ornew certificates substituted for such as are 
returned because of being matilated or de- 
faced. No coin certificates shail be issued of 
greater denomination than $500 and at least 
two-thirds in value of such certificates, out- 
standing at any time, shail be of denominations 
not exceeding $50.

In advocating the bill Mr. Caldwell, chnair- 
man of the committee having jurisdiction of 
the subject, explained that the object was to 
prescribe a mode in which the count or elevteral 
vote was to be made and to supply an o™iasion 
which existed in the constitution. The pas- 
sage of the bill would settle all questions which 
arose from time to time as the to electoral count. 
It would decide that the power to eount the 
vote did not reside in the president of the sen- 
ate; that it resided in the two houses of con- 
gress, not merely a ministerial power, but a 
power to count and jconsequently, to detide the 
legality of the votes to be counted; that the ac- 
tion of the two houses should be separate upon 
all cuestions arising during the count, but joint 
as to the result, thus preserving the dignity 
and rights of both bodies by conceding to each 
equal and eoncurrent power without a merger 
of the lesser body into the numerically groater.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 


Attorney-General Garland’s Suggestious— 
Federal Prisons. 

WASHINGTON, December 7.—The annual re- 
port of Attorney-General Garland contains a 
detailed statement of the business of thede- 
partment of justice during tha last fiscal year, 
together with statistics of crime against the 
United States. During the year 634 suits, ag- 
gregating in amount: $3,500,000, have been 
brought against the United States under the 
ordinary jurisdiction of the court eficlaims, 
The total nomber of such cases pending is 691, 
involving $25,000,000. Under the Bowman 
act, 1.258 cases have beon transmitted to the 
court by committees -of congress. These 
inveive 2 large amount. There are now pend- 
ing 1,140 cases, the amounts involved eing 
$30,000,000, Under the same act, twenty-emht 
claimas, to the amount of $4,000,000, have been 
transmitted by the heads of departments. Of 
these, nine cases, involving $1,500,000, are still 
pending. In addition to the above, there has 
heen filed under the “French spoliation act,” 
2.150 cases, amounting to $12,000,000. It. is 
thought. that five hundred more cases 
will be fied and the amount in- 
creased to about $15,000,000, During 
the year 425 suits against the United Siates, 
claiming $17,706,428, were brought to trial, In 
396 of these suits, claiming $16,996,554, judg- 
ment was decided for the claimants for 4967,- 
589. During the year 1,379 civil suits to which 
the United States was a party were termimited 


in the cirenit and disgrict courts of the United 


Slates. The number pending July Ist was 
2,826. The number of criminal prosecutions 
terminated during the year was 14,479, about 
one-half of which were for violations of the 
internal revenue laws. The aggregate amount 
of judgments rendered in favor of the United 
States in civil suits, was$521,138. Theamount 
actually collected was $202,172. The amount 
of fines, forfeitures and penalties imposed in 
criminal prosecution during the year, was $557,- 
631. Civil suits to which the United States 
was not a party, numbering 12,326, were ter- 
minated during the year in the United States 
circuit and district courts. The attorney-gen- 
eral briefly. urges the importance = of 
legislation on the following mat- 
ters, the necessity for which was pointed out 
in his last annual report: Fees for marshals in 
the territories; the pay of deputy marshals; ro- 
vision of the fee bill; the substitution of a fiscal 
for the calendar year; chief supervisors of elec- 
tions; protection to civil officers and witnesses; 
fees of witnesses and jurors in the territories, 
and re-organization of the jury system in the 
District of Columbia. 

He devotes a chapter to the subject of United 
States prisoners .and the general question of 
convict lahor, and advocates the building of 
a government penitentiary and reformatory at 
an early day. He recommends the appoint- 
ment of a commission to inquire into the 
matter. He also renews the recommendation 
that authority be given judges of United 
States courts to sentence, in their dgwcretion, 
prisoners convicted of first offenses to such re- 
formatories or graded prisons as the attorney- 


general may select. He also urges the 
necessity of additional United States 
jails, and mentions Atlanta, Ga., 
and Louisville, Ky. as cities where 


such buildings are much needed. The number 
of United States prisoners in custody June 30, 
1886, was 5,929. The attorney general cals 
attention to the unSatisfactory condition of 
revenue litigation in the southern district of 
New York and commends the suggestion of the 
solicitor Df the treasury for the appointment 
of additional judge for the exclusive trial of 
revenne cases in that district. 

Supplementary legislation respecting the 
restoration of the court of records is strougly 
urged by the attorney re neral as 
pecessary for the preservation of 
records of great value, It is impossible, the 
attorney general says, to overestimate the ne- 
cessity that exists fora change in the judicial 
system to meet the constantly increasing busi- 
ness of the country, and he urges that some- 
thing be done to remedy evils complained of 
on all sides.~The attorney general recommends 
that the salaries of assistant attorneys in the 
department of justice be increased and equal- 
ized, and that the salary of the examiner of 
claims in the department of state be increased 
te ¥5,000. .

The President Improved in Health the 
Treasury Estimates. 

Wasninoton, December 7.—The president 
is somewhat improved in health today and was 
able to preside at the regular cabinet meeting. 

The seeretary of the treasury has.sent to con- 
gress estimates of appropriations required for 
the fiseaT year ended June 30, 1885, The tota! 
ameunt estimated, as required for-all expense 
of the government, is $32,185,794, which is 
214 408.759 less than-the sum called for in the 
cetimates submitted last year and $3,272,601 
less than the aggregate of the appropriations 
for the present fiscal year. : 

Estimates for the river and harbor impreve- 
ments aggregate $30,281,749. These estimates 
are not furnished as a part of the “annnal gsti- 
mates for public service,” but are inserted in 
the book of estimates as the amount, according 
to the chief of engineers, “that can be profit- 
ably expended in the next fiscal year on each 
of the uncompleted works mentioned.” The 
principal southern itenw estima tod are $218,000 
for the harbor at Norfolk, Va.; $750,000 for the 
harbor at Charleston, 8, C.; $500,000 for Cum- 
herland sound, Ga.; $180,000 for the harbor at 
Savannah, Ga; $1,000,009 for the harbor ab ial. 
veston; $400,000 for James river, Va.; eg 
for Cape, Fear river, N, C.,. $310,000 for ee, St.

RIcuMOND, Va:, December 7.—Governor Lee 
today sent a letter to the eounsel of Cluverins, 
who is now under sentence of death for the 
murder of Fannie Lillian: Madison, in which he 
says that he has given to their statements and 
‘to‘all papers and petitions presented for execa- 
tive clemency i behalf of the prisoner, the 
carefal- consideration which their importance 
demanded, The governor then adds: 

The ner came from the judicial to the exec- 
utive department of the goyermment, marked 
‘guilty,’ by judges and jury. Starting at that 
point, therefore, 1 have been diligettly studying 
the record, while industriously seeking information 
and evidence from all other sources which might 
conclusively prove to my mind that the verdict of 
the court was an error and that, therefore, the sen 
tence Be gene ary by the court of hustings and af- 
firmed by Virginia’s highest court, must be setaside 
or commnted. th an earnest desire to faithfully 
execute, without fear or favor, the 
laws of the state. impartially to all; 
with the most profound sympathy for 
those Upon whose hearts this blow must falk witli 
aclear conscience that I am discharging my duty 
tothe people of my state,as God has given me 
strength to see it, Lnow write you to inform you 
that i have not been able to reach a different con- 
clusion from that held by the courts, and, there- 
fore, the case of Thomas J. Cluvyerinsis not one, 
in my opinion, tocall for executive interference 
either by the exercise of the pardoning power or 
by comzoutation of sentence, oid 

The governor's decision was conveyed to jail 
by Judge W. W. Grpmp, senior counsel, and his 
son, Beverly T. Crump, who acquainted the 
prisoner with it. Cluverius stood the ordeal 
with the came fortitude which has generally 
chsracterized his conduct since his arrest and 
during his trial. After counsel left him, how- 
ever, it was plainly ere that the awfal 
news he had heard had a marked effect and 
that it was as much as he could do te maintain 
‘his wonted composure. 

Shortly after counsel left the cell, several re- 
potters visited the jail and made an effort 
to see the prisoner, but when informed of 
their object by the “death watch,” Cluverius 
said: 

“I do not want to sec anybody.” 

He was seated in an arm chair, with his 
elbows on his knees and his chin buried in his 
hands. . Seeing the reporters at the door of the 
cell, he changed his position and endeavored to 
appear calm and collected, but it was evident 
that the blow had struck home. Counsel pre- 
sented a petition for respite to the governor 
this evening. No time was named, as that is 
left ‘to the governor’s discretion. It is the 
general impression that a respite of thirty days 
will be granted. 


THE BELL TELEPHONE CASE. 


Arguing a Motion to Dismiss the Suit in 
Ohio. 


CoL_umeBus, O., December 7.—-The opposing 
counsel iu the Bell telephone case appeared in 
the United States circuit court today, and the 
motion of government’s counsel to dismiss the 
case without prejudice, presumably with the 
intention of bringing another suit in the Mas- 
sachusetts court, was argued at length. Sena- 
tor Thurman appeared for the government, 
and the defense was represented by ex- 
Senator J. E. McDonald, of Indiana, and J.

The Tradex Unions Opposing the Kaights og

Co_umsvs, 0., December 7.—The féderation 
of organized trades and labor whiens of thé 
United States and Canada, opened ite anndal 
session today at noon. The meeting was to 
have been held‘in St. Louis, but was changed 
to this city, owing to the conventiédn of the 
national trades unions which convenes here 
It- was proposed to hold executiv 
sessions, and all not officially connected with 
the body were requested to withdraw, whit 
the action of the legislative conrmittes’ 
was submitted to the congress for its approval 
or disapproval. This aection was follbwed by 
a spirited discussion, which resulted in thead 
tien of a resclition presented by John R. Win 
ors,.of St. Lonis, to admit the represéntative o 
the press. The vote was almost unanimous. 

The election of presiding officers resulted as 
follows: J. W. Smith, National Tailor’s Union, 
president; J. L. Wright, of the International 
‘Typographical Union, vice president; J. S. 
Kerschner, International Cigarmakers’ Union; 
secretary; H. Emmerich, International Furniture 
Manufactares, assistant secretary;W. E. Thomp- 
son, Chicago ‘Trades and Labor Assembly, doer- | 
keeper; E. P. Pfleger, Columbus, messenger. 

Messrs, Gomper, Thompson, Miller, Enserich, 
Edmiston and Verehner, from the legislative 
¢cmmittee, submitted a long report under the 
bead of “Federation and Knights, Strikes and: 
Political Action.” The committee says: 

The fifth annual congress in executive session 
considered the relations between the trades unions 
und the Knights of Labor, and instracted the secre- 
tary to correspond with the éxecutive officersof the 
jaiser body in reierence to the matter. Secretary 
Foster, obeying his instructions. wrote to Mr: Pow- 
derly and Secretary, Turner, and elicited replies 
irom both. That of Mr. Powderly deservés special 
notice on «aecount of its tone and. the spirit 
of fairness pervading its contents, but the contin- 
ued hostility ofthe Knights of Laber to the trades 
unions leads us to mapas that they were promises 
io the ear, broken to the hopes, or that Powderly’s 
infuence for good was sadly overestimated by the 
delegates to the last session. of the federation. 
the question of strikes, is, perhaps; in 
the present movement of labor organizations, one 
that is not wholly, we must confess, guided by that 
intelligence which we think the subjeet deserves, 
We do not, as a federation or as individuals, wish 
to be understood to be advocates of strikes. On 
the contrary, it is known that the best regulated 
trades unions have least strikes, yet while we dep- 


recate this measure of warfare in the labor move- 4 


ment, we cannot and will not join the general hue 
and cry for their condemnation. Strikes are bad, 
no deubt. Not only are they so when they are fail- 
ures, but also, thongh not so bad, when 
thry are successful. Therefore, to know when to 
strike and when to not strike are questions of the 
highest saps tance: aiso when a strike is once 
gone into, how to conduct the same is of great mo- 
ment. We believe, when a strike is practical, the | 
peppte most interested should be consulted and 
ave the deciding voices’. 

The committee regarded. with pleasure the 
recent political action of the organized work- 
nien of the country, by which they had deter- 
mined that they intend to demonstrate their 
political. power. They Yecommend that or- 
ganized labor persist in their recent efforts un- 
til théy achieve the exercise of the political 
rights and powers which is just. 

Mr. Yompers moved that the legislative com- 
mittee meet with the committee of the trade’s 
union conference, to agree on a plan for the 
catrying out of an amalgamation of all trades 
unions. 

This brought on considerable discussion, in 
which the Knights’ of Labor was discussed as 
an organization, and it was finally decided that 
the Knights’ of Labor had nothing to do with it.

Pencil Paragraphs and Editorial Short Stops 
Caught on the Ran. 

Tf you stand on Windsor Hill, near the reservoir, 
and Jook away down towafd ithe southeast, across 
miles of swamp lands that fringe the low banks of 
the Ocmulgee, you can see a range of tree-clad 


wilsrising in an undulating way t the misty 
“portrét. Among them one conical mound rises 


abruptly toa considerable height, and you can see 
that its top is flattened, although it is twenty miles 
away. This is tlie famous Brown's Mound, Twiggs 
county. It has stood there for no one knows how 
many centuries. It is generally supposed to be, in 
the main, of artificial origin. It was no dou >t 
erected by a war-like race who used it for the 


double purpose of a leokout and as « home of’ 


refuge. 


Overlooking the great reaches of fertile lands from 
the “Ocmulgee Fields” at the base of the hills to 
Buzzard Koost, the Flint river bottoms, the regions 
round about Fort Valley and Traders Hill, it was a 
point of yantage from which the approach of a hos- 
tile party might be observed, and a surprise pre- 
vented. Even now, in its dilapidated condition, 
one can see that the fortifications were so arranged 
that vast storehouses might be constructed therein, 
and there was ample provision for water from liv- 
ing springs. The old mound is hoary with age and 
fraught with the mystery of ages lost to history. 


I can wel] imagine how the excited population 
of that pre-historic city, rushed tothe citade] when 
the lookout warned them of the approach of the 
mighty maetodon. The ewarthy faced men strung 
their bows and poised their spears for the chase. 
Scouting parties marked the movements of the 
mammoth game whose ponderous footfalls shook 
the earth as he moved in awful majesty across the 
plain. Probably it was Gays before they forced 
him to bay and miles must have been covered in 
the ebase, And then the triumphant return of 
the stalwast warriors, when the city turned out to 
to meet them inal) the wild abandon of barbaric 
festivity. 


Sometimes I sitand gage on that ancient iland- 
mark, end. the vision of a white-haired man with 
rocrish features, bent with age. and eyes that glow 
with prophetic fire, appears before me. I can 
imagine that from the summit of yon mound he is 
watcbing the sun godown. There are vague ru- 
mors afloat. Couriers have arrived in the town and 
report that the race of invaders of whom tidings 
have been brought for many months, aré every- 
where successful, and are marching on the capitol. 
It is what the old seer has expected for many years. 
Itis one of the traditions that has grown to be a 
prophecy, that the red men will finally come 
in end oceupy the land, and the dark race must 
pass forever from the face of the earth, 

In mute adoration the old man fixes his burning 
gaze on that.god whom he worships. The sinking 
eun flashes a flood of red light around the old man, 
whose form is glorified with the brilliant halo, and 
then drops behind the horizen. There is a great 
commotion among the inhabitants of the lower 
city. Menladen with supplies stagger up the steep 
paths and deposit them inside the wall. The 
mighty men oi the tribe have donned their war 
harness, and gone out to meet the invaders. There 
is wafted on the evening breeze, murmurs of strife 
and tumult faraway. Nearer and more distinct, 
like the rush of mighty waters, itcomes. Finally 
the rushing squadron come dashing into the town, 
torn and bleeding, broken and defeated, while the 
savage yclisofthe foe add unmeasured terror to 
the agony of defeat. 


These have been men of peace, those are red 
hended demons of war. Death! Itis a war of ex- 
termination. These nations have not}/been scheoled 
in the art of parleying orthe science of compro- 
mire. Men, women, children, all are put tothe 
sword. They will leave no tongue to tell the tale. 
There will be no weeping over the ruined city, no 
weiling over the fallen braves. Those who are in 
the citadel prepare for the lust struggle. The aged 
seer cries aloud for revenge, As the maddened as- 
sailants scale the walls they receive blow for blow 
aud thrust for thrust. Time and again they are 
beaten back, but the foe is relentless and implaca- 
ble. The long watches of the night are heavy with 
fatigue. There has been an ominous quietude for 
several hours. The besieged strain their ears for 
some indication of the movements of the enemy. 


A few feeble rays of light come struggling up from 
the east, and the fog hangs heavy on the distant 
river. Suddenly, like the first crash of thunder 
that announces the storm, comes the wild war 
whoop that chills the blood in the veins of tlie 
doomed watchers. A plumed head rises above the 
walls and a face all hideous with war paint glares 
on the frrghtened inmates of the citadel. More 
and more appear, and yelling and hooting and 
brandishing; their weapons, ‘the red men enter. 
There are cries and groans and frantic endeavors 
to escape. Finally the form of the seer is seen, 
struggling with half a dozen assailants, He siag- 
gers, falls, fixes hisglazing eyes on the morning sun 
as its glad light comes streaming over the hills, and 
he is dead, Oblivion turns her vacant stare on the 
book of traditions. With one stroke of her hand the 
writings are obliterated. She seals the book, and 
folding her arms, turus silently away. Filed amoug 
the musty archives of the ages, the hook remain 
sealed today. 


The old citadel remains in its ruined state, and 
as the years roll by it becomes an object of super- 
stition to the offepring of that race of conquerors. 
Thére is nobody to keep the records, and when, 
after the lapee of centuries,{DeSoto's mail clad war- 
riors walk among the ruins, andthe white race take 
the place of the red men, everything except the 
vagueness of legends regarding the old citadel is 
lost.

Black men once 
more turn their superstitious eyes fon the mound. 
Then the sovereign states must needs goto war, 
and the bloody panorama unfolds before the ghosts 
of the dead centuries that hover about the old 
mound, — 


This mound was a part of the princely domain of 
a middle Georgia planter. This planter owned a 
slave who was a miser. Such instances are not 
uncommon among the southern negroes, This 
negro was rather privileged above the ordinary 
slaves, and his master allowed him to cultivate a 
little patch on the mound and keep the proceeds 
for himself. Many a bandful of cotton and many 
a peck of peanuts did it take toaccumulate a hoard 


- of gold amountihg to about three hundred dollars. 


But it wasdone. No one knew the hiding place of 
this fund. The other negroes had a natural (slike 
forthe miser who'wusso mighty cur’ ous in'e¢ ways.’ 
At dead of night he would unearth his treasure and 
seek a safer spot for deposit. He gloated over it 
and listened with delighted ears to the jingle of 
dhe precious coin. Then came Wilson’s cavalry. 
leaving death and desolation in their train,

The amendment proveked an interesting de- 
bate. - The tax on emigrant agents has hereto- 
fore been five bundred dollars per annuum, aud 
a like emount is fixed tp the bill. 

Mr. Gorden, of UObatham, said that the 
amendment had not been proposed to the fi- 
nance committee; but, had it been, it would 
doulbtiess have been adopted. He thought it 
should be adopted by the house. Emigrant 
agents frequently failed io pay the tax. Should 
‘such failure in future be made a crime and be 
punished hy fine, giving the informer one-fifth 
of such fine, emigrant agents would proba- 
bly keep out of Georgia. The state wanted 
to keep its population, not*to send it to other 


states, 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, opposed the 
amendment. He said that rights claimed by 
citizens of Georgia should not be denied citi- 
vens of otherstates. He lived near the line of 
Alabama and frequently found it necessary to 
go into that state to employ laborers. Ala- 
hamixns should have the same right in Georgia. 
The general asserubly had appointed an agent 
to solicit emigration from Germany. It would 
be inconsistent should G ia refuse to allow 
others to solicit enigration from hec confiues. 
Lie believed in allowingall men to have the 
fullest ard freest means of i homes 
wherever they pleased. To give one-fifth of 
the fine contemplated in the amendment to the 
informer would be to offer induceraents to un- 
principled men to perjure themsolves. The 
eode provided thet agents who failed to pay 
the tax should be punished. That’ was well 
enough, but to go further and provide for. pay- 
ing informers would be infamens. 

. Arnheim, of Dougherty, alse opposed the 
ameucment. He regarded it as offering @ pre- 
mivin te perjurers, Worthless negrees would 
organize themselves into bands and swear that 
certain men had attempted to iuduce them to 
(migrate. They would have such men at their 
meicy, and would succeed in nearly every case 
im getting the reward. Lie remembered sucha 
care in his county. A stranger, a man from 
Colorado, was visiting the county. A party of 
infamous scoundrels had him arrested upon 
the charge that he was an emigrant agent ply- 
ing his voeation without having part the tax. 
The man wa: innocent, but be had no proof. 
Rather than be eubjected to the expense of 
coming from Colorado to stand a trial, 
be paid one hundred and £ffty dolturs 
to settle the matter. He left the county fevi- 
ing that he had been outraged: The amend- 
ment should not pass. The code already pro- 
vided proper punishment for a failure to pay 
the tax. It wouid be a shame for the state of 
Georgia to provide the means of forming a 
class of perjured spies. | 

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, said that the 
amendment ought not to pass. Nobody cared 
to see a class of scoundrelly informers formed 
in Georgia. He covered about the same ground 
covered by Mr. Harrison and Mr, Arnheim. 

Mr. Berner, of Monroe, and Mr. Lamar, of 
Richmond, a2iso opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Felton, of Macon, and Mr. Felton, of 
Bibb, again spoke in favor of the amendment, 
inisting that the farmers of the state should be 
protected against the inroads of emigrant 
agenis. If such agents were to be allowed in 

e state they should be made to pay the tax. 
As to giving mformers part of the fiaes, the 
tax act required just that thing to be done in 
certain other eases. The precedent hal been 
fixed. Why should it not be followed now? 

Mr. Harrison rose to rephy, as also did several 
other members, but Mr. Felton stepped farther 
debate by withdrawing the amendment. The 
original sectiou was then adopted.

The report of the joint committee on the | 
state of business in the general assembly wae 
submitted. 

It was identical wiih that which will be 
found in the proceedings of the senate. 

Mr. Russell, of Clarke, moved to adopt the 
resolution of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, provid- 
ing for a prolongation of the session for such a 
time after the constitutional period of forty 
days as may be necessary for the transaction of 
the public business of the state. « 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, opposed the reso- 
lution. He did not desire the general assembly 
to commit itself to an indefinite prolongation of 
the session. He moved to amend the resolution 
so that it would provide for an adjournment 
thirty days after the expiration of the constitu- 
tional period of forty days. 

Mr. Brewster, of Harris, offered as a substi- 
tute a resolution to adjourn on the 13th instant. 

Mr. Harrell, of Webster, moved to amend so 
as to fix theday of adjournment on the 21st 
instant. He afterwards withdrew his motion 
in fayor of Mr. Harrison’s amendment. 

Mr. Harrell thought the business could be fin- 
ished within the nextten days. Many pend- 
ing bills were useless. 

Mr. Arnheim, of Dougherty, was in favor of 
Mr. Calvin’s resolution. He thought it abso- | 
lutely necessary to prolong thesession. He 
revicewcd the work of the general assembly, 
showing that every day had been fully occu- 
pied either in sessions or in committees, Forty 
days were not sufficient to transact the impor- 
tant business of the general assembly. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, said that he did 
not wish to criticise the business methods of 
the house, but he thought it unnecessary to 
prolong the session more than thirty days. 

Mr. DuBose, of Wilkes, was in favor ofthe 
amendment to extend the session ee days. 

Mr. Calvin of Richmond, hoped that his res- | 
olution would .pass. It provided simply for 
prolonging the session, leaving the length of 
time to circumstances. He did not think a 
limit should be fixed. The session should con- 
tinue until all the business was transacted. 
There had been no waste oftime: Every 
member had been engaged every day during 
the session. The business of the general 
assembly could not be transacted in forty days. 

Mr. Gordon of Chatham, thought that the 
constitutional provision requiring local bills to 
be advertised caused the sessions to be pro- 
longed. Members were sometimes thirty day- 
getting before the general assembly bills favors 
ed by their constituents. An adjourned ses 
sion Would prevent this trouble. Time was 
lost in the elections of judges and solicitors. 
Yen days were thus threwn away. 
People , who condemned long sessions 
shonld remember these facts. They should 
remember the obstacles:placed in the way of 
the general assembly by the constitution. 

Mr. Lumsden, of White, called the previous

Decisions Rendered on Tuesday, December 
7, 1886. 

Forgery, from Forsyth. 

(Criminal Law. Forgery. Title. Deeds. 

Indictment. Evidence. Justices. (Before 

Judge Brown.) 

Jackson, C. J.-—-1. Theact of September,1383, 
enacting “that if apy person shall sell, lease, 
rent or otherwise convey te another any lot or 
parce] of land or the timber thereon, the tifle 
of which is forged, or the grant or any deed or 
conveyance thereof is forged, kuowing the 
eame to be forged, * * * shall be guilty of a 
feleny,” etc., is very broad, and the strict 
meading in forgery is not required by this stat- 
ute, but the indictment is sufficient if it de- 
ecribes subetantially the title alleged jo be 
forged; and a demurrer that is not set it in 
haee Verba, is not good; nor is a demurrer that 
it does not allege that the acts of defendant 
were done with intent to defraud or injure any 
one, the statute not requiring such allegation. 

2. Objection to the admission in evidence 
of the plat and grant, and the deeds “ou the 
ground tlat they were not set out or described 
in the indictment,” is not good so far as the 
objection rests on their not being set out, and 
so far as they are alleged as not described, it is 
not good because it is not specified which is not 
described, or wherein any or all are not de- 
ecribed, 

3. The charge, “that ifa party has a forged 
instrument and passes it and utters it, the pre- 
sumption of law is that he does it witha 
know ledge of the fact that it is a forgery; still 
gentlemen that is a presumption subject 
to be rebutted by proof or the 
facts and circumstances of the case,.and while

ke subject to be rebutted by the evidence or 
the facts and circumstances of the case. After 
all, it would be for you to say what the truth 
of the matter is;” taken all together and read 
in the light of the entire charge and all the 
facts of the case, ifteo broad in a single item, 
is not such error as requires a new trial, espe- 
cially as the part of it objected to,is not speci- 
fied in the ground of the motion on which alone 
error is assigned. 

4. Now, read with the entire charge 
and in the light of the.fact that deeds from 
1436 up to a recent date all purported to have 
been attested by justices of the peace in Bibb | 
county, Was it error to charge as follows: “I 
will state that when the state puts before you 
a certificate from the executive department, 
if they have done so, showing who were in 
office in the county of Bibb when the deeds 
purported to have been made at the 
dates Sof these several deeds, sleow- 
ing no such officers or justices of } 
the peace were in commission er in office in 
that county at the time of the date of the | 
deeds, if it does show that, that rafees a prima 
facia presumption that the deeds are forgeries. 
That makes out such a case as would cast the 
burden on the other side, so far as the question 
of forgery is concerned.” 

5. The evidence is overwhelming against the 
plaintiff in error, it it does not imperatively 
demand the verdict.

NEW YORK, December 7.—The stock market, 
today, again showed usual activity, but a strong 
undertone that was noticed fora long while back, 
gave place to a decided weakness. The downward} 
tendency, while apparent early inthe day, made 
very little progress untilin the afternoon, whena 
decided slump occurred. An increasing stingency 
in the money miaket, aided by realizing sales, was 
principally responsible for this. The room-traders, 
however, among -which sentiment is at present 
decidedly bearish, seized an opportunity to ham- 
mer the market all round. Foreign buying was | 
the principal obstruction to the decline, and mate- 
rially aided in a strong reaction just previous to the 
close. There was heavy trading in Reading again, 
but there are no new developments. The pro- 
posed amalgamation “between East Tennessee, 
Richmond and West Point, and Norfolk and West- 
ern railroads was the subject of the eonference to- 
day, and it is understood that little remains to be 
done beyond the arfangement of details, but while 
East Tennessee was strong inthe morning Norfolk 
and Western was barely steady on the whole and 
Richmond and West Point neglected. They all felt 
the adverse influence of the afternoon and all 
vielded. The recommendation ot the Western Un- 
ion executive committe that there be no dividend 
caused a considerable selling of that stock. The 
opening this morning was decidedly weak, the first 
prices showing deelines of from 44 to 4% per cent 
from last evening’s final figures, the only excep- 
tions being Louisville and Nashville and Western 
Union. Further declines were made in the earty 
dealings, Canada- Southern being conspicuous. 
Strength insome of the specialties, however, rallied 
prices when the market became quiet. It soon 
yielded, however, and in the afternoon, a decided 
weakness. became apparent, acc ompesied : by a 
largely.increased.trading.. A slight rally at 2 p. m., 
was again followed by a renewed weakness, butthe 
market closed on a rally, unsettled and irregular.
